The Cable Retires for the Night. 


The long delays at night completely dis- 
organized the entire traffic system of the 
North and West Sides, All the cars on each 
blockaded line, when finally set in motion, 
continued tu follow each other in close suc- 
cession over half the line, the other half being 
destitute of cars of any kind. At midnight the 
blocks of trains were run into the barns and 
the line was left bare for half an hour until 
the regular night horse-cars began to run. 

Yesterday morning between midnight and 
sunrise snow-plows were set vigorously to 
clearing the tracks on North State street. 
where no night cars run, while on North 
Clark street the night cars were forced to 
struggle slowly through a deep snow. Prog- 
ress here was extremely slow; horses slipped 
and fell repeatedly and the wheels were 
blocked with snow. 

‘No Milwaukeé Avenue Service. 

Citizens along the line of the Milwaukee 
avenue cable are indignant at the service 
given them by the Yerkes company. 

A druggist at Indiana street and Milwaukee 
avenue said last night to a reporter for Tuz 
Trrsunz: “ We have had almost no service 
at all for the last three days. 
‘Thanksgiving day the cable stopped and 
it has scarcely tun at all  sinee. 
Friday it ran for an hour or so and then broke 
down when there was the biggest traffic. This 
morning it ran for a little while and stopped. 
Crowds of tired people who had paid their 
fares had to walk, some of them three or four 
miles. This morning the same program was 
carried out. The cars ran for an hour or so, 
then stopped for‘all day. Late in the after- 
noon it started long enough to get the cars 
crowded and the nickels collected, then it 
stopped again and has not run since. When 
this line is blockaded 1t stops ali the cars on 
the Northwest Side. . It is an. outrage on the 
public and a hardship to thousands of poor 
people who have no other way of getting 
down-town.”’ ;

Ali the time he was 
drawing heavy cheeks on Miss Gregory aggre- 
gating several thousand dollars. The lady’s 
father became suspicious, and eventually the 
secret marriage was discovered. At that, An- 
drews and Miss Gregory fled, but the latter 
left her property in such shape that she can- 
not touch it, Miss Grogory is said to be ig- 
norant of the true character of her lover. The 
daughters of the McGordon family seem to be 
very unfortunate, One of them was the wife 
of Edward McMahon of Chicago, and the 
mother of Edward Milton McMahon, the 
child whose short career has been one of trag- 
edy throughout. 


NO PLACE FOR AMERICAN FELONS. 


Opinion of a Canadian Judge Refusing For- 
eign Criminals an Asylum. 
Hatrrax, N. S., Nov. 28.—[ Special. }—Judge 
Ritche spent over three hours today listening 
to the eloquent efforts of Ald. J. N. Lyons, Q. 
C., to get Charles A. Peakes of Boston, who is 
wanted for embezzlement from the Boston 
and Albany railroad company, discharged 
from custody. The proceedings were impor- 
tant because of the rulings of the court, which 
will form a precedent in extradition cases, and 
of the determination of his Lordship not to 
stana upon legal technicalities by which the 
extradition treaty might be rendered of ao ef- 
fect. Judge Ritchic said that Parliament had 
enacted a law under which fugitives from jus- 
tice were to be returned to the countries from 
which they had fled for the purpose of trial, 
and it was his business to carry out that inten- 
tron. ‘“ Why,” demanded his Lordship, 
‘should this country be made an asylum for 
American criminals? If the prisoner has 
committed an- offense, why should he not be 
sent back to stand his trial? 
to say is that an offense has been committed.” 
The hearing was adjourned until Tuesday.

While Biaine Can—H. B. Fincher Has 
Reason to Believe Blaine Will Be Nom- 
inated and Accept— Blaine Organizations 
Being Formed All Over the State. 


Inpranapouss, Ind., Nov. 28.—[(Special.]— 
Another important political conference be-

They came in response to a call sent 
out early in the week. 

The purpose of theconference was to further 
discuss plans for uniting the Republicans of 

iana in support of Blaine as the candidate 
of the party for President in 1892. It was the 
further purpose of the meeting to demonstrate 
that there was no truth in the recent report 
that Harrison had made a démand upon 
Blaine to call off his friends in Indiana, and 
that Blaine had responded by directing his 
friends in Indiana to suppress any tendency 
toward a split and to remain perfectly neutral 
as between him and Harrison, 

Capt. J. B, White, the ex-Congressman from 
the Twelfth Indiana District, who is at the 
head of the anti-Harrison movement, presided 
at the meeting. The facts regarding the con- 
ference are told by H. B, Tincher, who was 
authorized to make a statement as to the char- 
acter and purposes of the meeting.. 

“It is likely that this conference will be re- 
ferred to as a meeting of Judge Gresham’ 
friends,”’ said Mr. Tincher to Tux Tare 
representative. ‘There were many of his 
friends present, but it was not, strictly ‘speak- 
ing, a Gresham meeting. There were a num- 
ber of men present who were the warmest 
supporters of Mr. Harrison in the last cam- 
paign, but they do not believe that it will be 
wise to again nominate him, because they are 
confident that he cannot carry Indiana, and 
they do not believe he can be elected. A num- 


ber of speeches were made in which this opin-

his administration or of him as aman, but 

they don’t believe that he i in a party leader. 
Unanimoasly for Blaine.

be held at the place favored by the followers’ 


of Harrison. It was the advice of Mr. Blaine, 
at the meeting of the National committee, that 
was given the most careful consideration, and 
that will probably be recommended to the 
next convention. 

“ Mr. Blaine was the central figureof interest 
during the meeting of the committee. He 
was called upon by the members of the com- 
mittee and consulted as to the cvurse to be 
pursued. He offered no objection to the plans 
of his friends for making him the next candi- 
date. It would have been easy for him to 
have stopped them if he were unwilling that 
they should urge his candidacy. It is hardly 
probable that he would permit them to go on 
with a movement which might embarrass 
them and cause series dissension if he were 
not disposed to accede to their wishes, when 
he could by a word stop them. 

“We have the most positive assurance that 
Mr. Blaine will. write no discouraging letter 
and that he will in no way hinder the efforts 
of his friends.

BARKER SUBMARINE BOAT LAUNCHED. 


New Vessel Designed for Various Useful 
Lake Purposes. 

Deraorr, Mich,, Nov, 28.—[{Special.]—The 
submarine buat that has been building at the 
Detroit Boat Works for George C. Barker of 
Chicago for just a year, and of which little 
has been heard of iate, was successfully 
launched this afternoon.

“ ANARCHIST” A LIBELOUS WORD. 

A year ago this fall a Bohemian’ paper, 
printed in this city, charged one of the candi- 
dates for County Commissioner with being an 
Anarchist. He denied the truth of the accusa- 
tion, and sued the paper for libel, alleging 
that it had used language concerning him 
which was calculated, in the words of the law, 
“to impeach his honesty, virtue, integrity, 
and reputation, and thereby to expose him to 
public hatred, contempt, and financial in- 
jury.” The defendant’s demurrer was that 
in calling the plaintiff an Anarchist he was 
simply charged with belonging to a political 
party of that name, and that it was no more 
libelous to speak of him thus than to describe 
him as a Democrat, Prohibitionist, or Farm- 
ers’ Alliance mqn. 

The case went up to the Supreme Court, 
which has decided that the demurrer was not 
good. In view of the definitions of “ Anarch- 
iet”’ it could not do otherwise. This is what 
the Century Dictionary has to say of the sub- 
ject : 

Anarchist—1, Properly, one who advocates 
anarchy or the absence of government as a polit- 
ical ideal; a believer in an anarchic theory of 
government; especially an adherent of the social 
theory of Proudhon. 2. In popular use, one who 
seeks ta overtfirn by violence all constituted 
forms and institutions of society and government, 
ali law and order, and all rights of property, with 
no purpose of establishing any other system of 
order in the place of that destroyed; especially 
such a person when actuated by mere lust or 
plunder. 3 Any person who promotes disorder 
or excites revolt against an established rule, law, 
or custom. 


The authority for the second definition is 
the experience whieh Chicago had with An- 
archists five and a half years ago, with which 
the Judges of the Supreme Court are familiar. 
Clearly it was impossible for the court to say 
that Anarchists constitute a political party. 
Such an organization’ presupposes a consti- 


tated form of society and government. But 


as the Anarchists aim at the violent destruc- 
tion of all such things they cannot be spoken 
of as a party any more than a gang of incen- 
diaries could be. Hence the court declares 
that Anarchists, instead of forming a political 
party, are the enemies of all legitimate or- 
ganizations, are the foes of society, and de- 
serve the hatred of all honest men, urging 4s 
they do the use of bombs instead of ballots 
for the reformation of the world. Hence the 
defendant newspaper must. prove, if it can, 
that the plaintiff was the kind of Anarchist it 
said he was or lose its case. It may under- 
take to show that he was a rabid Socialist ana 
a sympathizer with the executed Anarchists. 

The view which the Supreme Court takes of 
Anarchists is commended to the attention of 
those Chicago papers which have been abus- 
ing the city authorities for breaking up an- 
archistic meetings, There is no reason to be- 
lieve that the court would look with disfavor 
on the rooting out of those it deems a pesti- 
lent gang of guerrillas. The court would be 
more likely to say that such persons had for- 
feited their political rights and had become 
the common enemies of mankind. The 
difference between these papers and the Su- 
preme Court is that the former look on An- 
archists as persons who may vote for their 
candidate, whiie the Judges look upon them 
as a menace to society and government and 
that law of which they are the exponents. 


THE CHRISTIAN UNION AND PROHIBI- 
TION. 

The New York Christian Union, which is 
now conducted by the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott, 
the able successor of Henry Ward Beecher, 
having been called to account by Prohibition- 
ists for its course on the liquor tax or license 
question, answers back in a style which will 
give these extremists something to digest for 
some time to come. Rarely have the argu- 
ments against the folly of prohibition been 
put more tersely or vigorously. |

If Mr. Gathmann has taken out patents on 


his process as stated, he should go right ahead 


with his experiments and s the people 
whether or not his process has a commercial 
value. In Chicago he might not be aple to 
obtain much rain during the next few monthg 
which form the winter season, but neither 
is rain nor snow needed here in large quantity. 
Indeed, the residents of this city might vote 
it a nuisance. But there are plenty of other 
areas where the experiments would be wel- 
come. In Southwestern Texas scores of coun- 
ties, or parts of counties, would not only be 
glad to see him at work there, and so in New 
Mexico, but the residents would cheerfully 
supply the required funds if they had rea- 
sonable assurance that bis method is a good 
one. It is so importanta matter to them 
that there would be no occasion to wait for 
Congress to passan appropriation for the 
work. The tests might be well under way and 
even be accepted as conclusive before the 
subject could bs reached in the legislative 
halls of the Nation. 

In regard to the fog-dispelling process there 
is room for question. Theinventor speaks of 


“ foreing”’ fog and smoke to the surface by a. 


sudden lowering of the temperature. It is not 
so clear that this will work, because the con- 
densation spoken of would rather increase 
than diminish the ability of a given quantity 
of air to carry solid particles in suspension. 
Then itis well known thatfog banks move 
like clouds, often at the rate of five or ten 
miles an hour, and it-would be of little benefit 
to a community to dissipate a massa of fog 


only to find its.place taken by another volume 


of the same material in a few minutes. 

At any rate, in this case the cost of relief 
threatens to be mach greater in proportion to 
the relief obtained than in the instance of rain- 
making, and it might be asked if the transfer of 
smoke particles from the air down to the sur- 
face of the ground would not be a worse 
nuisance than the evil sought to be cured. 
But this is a minor consideration. The rain- 
causing problem is much the more important 
one of the two and if it can be solved on a 
commercially possible basis the result will be 
vastly beneficial to humanity.

This same 
thing was repeated on several occasions with 
others of his écquaintance, each time the suf- 
ferer divining the exact thoughts of the doubt- 
er, but refusing to explain how he knew them. 

A frequent correspondent of his was a New 
York woinan who seemed deeply interested in 
him. One night he woke from g sort of stupor 
in which he had been lying for some hours 

wrote: 

“IT think you will get a telegram from Jew- 
el in the morning inquiring about.me. Don’t 
alarm her, but tell her tnhatIum mending 
when apy reply.” 

With the morning came the telegram 
though there had been no other mtimation o 
it, and Cahusac could by no usual means have 
learned of her intention to wire. 

Dying ‘an’s Miraculous Recovery. 

Finally one evening he expressed a wish 
that a lawyer be sent for, as he desired to 
make his will. P.J. Dugan, one of Pueblo’s 
leading attorneys, was «d, and, in accord- 
ance with written memoranda prepared by 
Cahusac, drew a will wherein the testator de- 
vised some £20,000 sterling to friends in 
Pueblo, besides lands, collections, rare coins, 
paintings, valuable china, and personal prop- 
erty galore. Lady Mildred was bequeathed 
an anbuity of £200 sterling, and the residue of 
his estate, amounting to £40,000, was divided 
among the Bath’ Infirmary, the Middlesex 
agg esr and Foundhng Hospital of London. 
Mr. Dugan was nominated executor, for which 
service he was given £500 sterling, and the 
will was deposited in the vaults of the Central 
National Bank for safekeeping. 

The sick man e more feeble every 
day, and the watchers were satisfied that he 
had but afew more days to live. The rector 
of Trinity Episcopal Church, the Rev. Regi- 
nald Radcliffe, and @ fellow-countryman of 
Cahusac, was calied to rform the rites 
prescribed by theritual for dying men, and on 
this visit he was accompanied by his wife, a 
former resident of Cleveland, who had often 
visited the hospitals there. The dying man 
turned his sightless eyes upon the visitors and 

ave a great start, and there passed over his 

ace what might be described as an expression 
of surpri recognition, had not the 
watchers known he was deprived 
of -nearly every sense. Within. a 
few. hours after the visitors tock their leave, a 


returned in a feeble whisper, and he announced 
that. it would be best for him, he thvught, to 
go to California, rather than run the risk of 
passing the winter in Pueblo. And _ despite 
the protests of his friends and medical advis- 
ers he determined to'go. His strength re- 
turned ‘with surprising rapidity, and within a 
week he tg preg that he felt equal to the 
trip. His little savings had been exhausted 
long since, but his friends willingly loaned 
him enough money to take him to California 
and allow him to live quietly for some time. 
He left Jan. 1, 1891. 
His Operations in California. 


A few wecks after Cahusac’s departure 
County Clerk Thompson of South Pueblo re- 
ceived an inquiry from persons in Los Ange- 
lea, stating in effect thata man calling him- 
self C. B. Cah hailing from Pueblo, had 
contracted to purchase a large orange gears 
there, valued at $125,000, and a$65,000 house 
near the city: that he had made no payments 
on the property owing to the failure of remit- 
tances from the sale of Pueblo property, but 
had, on the strength of the purchases, bor- 
rowed considerable money from various per- 
sons in Los Angeles. The inquirers wanted 
to know what property he had in Pueblo and 
what progress was being made in the sales. 
Mr. Thompson answered that Cahusac 
had nothing there. and that he could 
not understand what was meant. Al- 
most simultaneously with the receipt 
of these inquiries came a letter from Ca- 
husac to his friends at the Security Abstract 
company, réporting that he was in San Fran- 
cisco and had been there for several weeks, 
that his health was much improved. and that 
if he only had the money he would be glad to 
return to his old sition. From this it 
seemed that Cahusac had been in San Fran- 
cis¢o at the time that the inquiries were made 
from Los Angeles and the abstract people de- 
cided that there must be a mistake some- 
where—that some adventurer with a name 
similar to Cahusac’s had caused the trouble. 
Accordingly the company sent him an order 
on the Southern Pacific railway company for 
a ticket to Pueblo and vther friends sent him 
muney to pay his expenses en route. He ac- 
knowledged the receipt and stated that in a 
short time he would take up the ticket and re- 
turn. That is the last that has been heard of 
himn by bis Puebio friends, though the ticket 
was drawn and the drafts cashed. : 

The Abstract company began a-systematic 
inquiry into his cunduct since vommg to 
America, as things looked suspicious, with 
the resuit thet it was discovered that this man 
who had posed’ as a servant of God was an ar- 
rant impostor, who has deceived every one 
who: placed trust in him, From the time 
that this feet first were set upon American 
soil he had pursued a systematic course of im- 

ition, defrauding ali who trusted hit, 
rom the millionaire to the mendicant immi- 
rant. 
. These investigations have revealed that, as 
he said, when he first landed in New York he 
was ernpluyed at Castle Garden. But what he 
supp was that upon leaving there he 
took with him a large amount of jewelry, 
money, and watches which had been intrusted 
to um by the immigrants for safe keeping. 
The authorities at the Garden — had 
him looked up and brought to 
them, when they accused him of de- 
frauding the peopie entrusted to his charge. 
He denied the charge, and it was only when 
threatened with arrest that he disgorged, leav- 
ing the city immediately. From _ there he 
went to Massachusetts, and in one of the 
emall towns there met a young lady, a Miss 
Bailey of. Cleveland. He made love-to her 
with the result that her susceptible young 
heart was won by his fascinating ways. He 
represented to her that he was an Englishman 
of high birth, named Stewart; that he was 
wealthy, but that his property was temporarily 
involved in litigation, and that pending the re- 
sult he had come to America; that he had se- 
cured a position as foreman of a large shoe 
factory in another Massachusetts town, where 
he drew a large salary. Yielding tw his sdlici- 
tatious she married him without the knowl- 
edge of her relatives in Uhio, and without 
further investigation. She was wealthy and

HYPNOTISM AND DRUNKENNESS. 


Experts Who Think. the Former a Sure 
Cure for the } atter. 

Springfield Republican: Hypnotism or hyp- 
notic suggestion is being employed by physi- 
cians of standing in Europe and on the Conti- 
nent as a cure for drunkenness and the opium 
habit. In some of the hospitals of Paris 
it has come to be quite usual to throw 
patients suffermg from alcoholism and 
delirium tremens into a hypnotic sleep 
as the quickest and safest way of 
checking their ravings, and it has been found 
that in most such cases it has been possible to 
prevent the return of the violent symptoms by 
prohibition by the will of the hypnotizer. So 
successful have been these experiments, and 
so carefully and systematically have the more 
common phenomena of hypnotism been 
studied, that a regular course ot procedure has 
been laid out, which is followed as carefully gs 
would be the case m the administration of any 
accepted remedy. 

Prof. Bernheim’s definition of hypnotiam is: 
“The induction of a psychical condition in 
which the subject’s susceptibility to sugges- 
tion and ability to act upon it are enormously 
increased.”’ Sometimes the ray is in a 
sound sleep, sometimes in a half-waking 
state, and often in fuil possession of the 
senses and the intelligence. Sometimes this 
state is self-induced, but more often it is pro- 
duced by some mysterious influence of anothér 
on the nervous system of the subject. Sug- 
— is a familiar enough phenomenun. 

he contagion of laughter or tears is a com- 
mon example, and the acts of everybody in 
their normal condition are guided by it to an 
extent not usually realized. From this control 
of suggestion over the acts of the most self- 

of individuals to the domination of 
the idea imparted to the subject deep in 
hypnotic sleep, the progress ia regular, for the 
difference is of degree and not-of kind. Some 
writers go so far as to class all impulse to action 
which comes from without to suggestion, ahd 
assert that all that portion of mankind who 
lack that self-reliance and self-sufficiency 
which is the possession of only the few, are 
all their lives led by suggestions. Men ‘who 
yield easily to the temptation to drink are ee 
pecially victims of suggestion, and as a rule 
hypnotic subjects, and their cure consists in 
fixing in their minds thes abstain 
in the place of the suggestion to indulge. 
“At of cure is ‘to hyp- 
notize’the patient and tell him as firmly as 
ible that he has lost his desire for stimu- 
ant, and that he must not and can not longer 
induige in it. Dr. Bjornstrom, a Swedish au- 
thority on hypnotism, cites a number uf cases 
from hospitals in several European cities and 
from the private practice of physicians where 
cases-of dipsomania of long standing have 
been cured. Some cases were received in 
delirium tremens, others in bad stages of 
alecohalism, and others who had been 
victims of the habit for 
so far as known the 
all cases was permanent. Dr. Charlies L. 
Tuckey has given in the November Contem- 
porary Review another list of cases, some of 
them very striking, which have all resulted in 
permanent cures of the drink habit. It is 
curious to note that in some cases a single re- 
duction of the patient to the hypnotic state 
was sufficient to enforce the suggestion of ab- 
stinence permanentiy, while in @thers the 
perinanency of this impression has only been 
secured after some weeks of such treatment. 
In all these cases cited by Dr. Tuckey the sug- 
gestion was made that alcohol was poison afd 
that the subject loathed it, and that loathing 
has continued. 

Interesting inferences may be drawn from 
these experiments, notably that dipsomania is 
a disease subject to cure by the will of the 
patient. Persuaded that they must not drirk, 
these drunkards cease to drink cease to 
want todrink. If the will could be aroused 
in any other way it is probable that the cure 
would be as complete unless it be that in 
some mysterious way the will of the subject is 
reénforced by the will of the hypuotizger. An- 
other reference is that the permanence of 
these suggestions is the principal guaranty of 
the permanence of the cure and that if the 
hypnotizer will it, or a stronger influence be 
brought to bear on the patient, he may re- 
lapse. But it isto be said that relapses are 
possible under any circumstances, and that so 
far these reported hypnotic cures have been 
permanent. 


ASSOCIATION OF MILITARY SURGEONS. 


National Guard Officers to Gather Soon in 
‘ St. Louis. 

Sr. Lovurs, Mo., Nov. 28.—The Association 
of Military Surgeons, National Guard; of the 
United States is to hold its next session in this 
city on April 19, 20, and 21,1892. Committees 
have been arranged and matters are fairly 
under way for some of the most brilliant en- 
tertainments ever given by St. Louis society. 
Gov. D, R. Francis has promised to be pres- 
ent to open the convention with an address of 
welcome. The Surgeon-General of the United 
States has requested that a large hall or 
park be reserved in which object les.

maneuvers used in time of battle and to facili- 
tate the work of the medical officers and 
surgeuns.

As one along the 
street nearly every person he meets is & 
“lunger.”’ This is the mavner in which one 
consumptive speaks of another, though they 
very carefully avoid the word consumption. 
There seems to be but two subjects for discus- 
sion: “Lungers” and “cures.” When a 
man or wowan is told that he or she can re- 
turn home, they are called “a cure.” And 
with what jealous eyes the lungers, compelled 
to remain, look upon persons. Taken 
as a class, these invalids are of a most happy 
disposition. They speak ip of their 
“ work,’’ which consists of sitting on the wide 
piazzas not less than eight hours a day and 
breathing ozone. Thedoctors tell the patients 
that they must remain out of doors, rain 
or shine, from eight to twelve hours a day. It 
makes po difference how low’ the ther- 
mometer goes this “work’’ must be 
done. And how faithfully the invalids per- 
form it! It is astrange sight to go alongthe 
streetse—Lung avenue, for instance-——and see 
people sitting out on the stoops, muffled in 
great-coatea and wraps, with the thermometer 
below zero. The air being dry the severity of 
the cold is not felt so much asin a moist cli- 
mate at freezing point. But even so, the idea 
of a person sitting quietly in the open air 1s 
wurk indeed. Some of brave ivalids 
have to be earried to their places on the ver- 
anda, so weak are they.

MOLTKE EXPRESSED A DESIRE TO DIE. 


Anxious to Escape the Park Days After 
Frederick's Death. 

That the great, patzent, Christian warrior of 
modern Germany, who, under trial and af- 
fliction never uttered a word of complaint, 
was anxious fer death during his last years, 
has been first revealed by the publication of 
his correspondence of the spring of 1888. He 
wrote toward the close of the melancholy 
ninety-nine days’ reign of Emperor Frederick 
1, when the air of Berlin was heavy with ap- 
prehension, sorrow, and dissension near the 
throne: 

‘Bertin, May 24, 1888—Dear Ludwig: 
Life through another spring I regard as a 
special gift from Ged. But when a man has 
passed the Biblical .age he can only ask the 
Lord to treat him gently, to send him few of 
the pains and troubles of many years. , 
death is never a quite welcome but yet 
I do not wish to live next year. re are 
sad days ahead for Germany, and, if alive 
when they come, I may not’ withdraw into 
still retirement as [ desire. Beatus ille qui 
procul negotiis is not for me, and I shail per- 
haps be ed on to swear allegiance for the 
fifth time to a King of i 

“TI just came from the marriage celebra- 
tion in Charlottenburg (the wedding of Prince 
Henry and Princess Irene of Hessen.) In the 
midst of the ceremonies, the pomp and glam- 
our of the assembiage, the old Empress Avu- 
gusta was brought in on her roller chair—all 
in black and without an ornament. Tears 
eame to my eyes as. her 5 raga knelt 
before her kissed ber Then came 
the Emperor, bis tall stately form erect, and 
greeting all with a friendly smile. Only his 
eyes seemed dulled, and his breathing quick 
and difficult. It tears my heart to see him 
thus, with inexhaustible patience and cheer- 
fulness, fight his dark fate, one foot on the 
throne the other in the grave. 

‘And now, God bless you. Your old and 
shattered brother, .

Coming Back for a Long Interview.

Mr. Cleveland is the favorite candidate of 
the gold men of Wall street, of some of the 
mugwumps, and of the County Democracy, 
the organization that sold ott to Platt in 
Crate game Opposed to him is Tam- 
many Halli, the Kmgs County Democracy, led 
by Boss McLaughlin, the Democratic ma- 
chines of Buffalo and Albany. That these four 
organizations under the leadership of David

A politician who is in the confidence of both 
Hill and Croker is responsible for the state- 
ment that but three men will be considered 
for the bead of the ticket’ by the Democratic 
leaders of the State.

Hil) and to Tammany anc 
he is willing to be guided by the wishes of Mr. 
Croker. He is only a possibility in the event 
something should occur to prevent the in- 
dorsement of either Hillor Gorman. At the 
present time there seems to be only one contin- 
gency that will prevent the indorsemené of 
Gov. Hill by the solid New York delegation. 
That is the possibility that such a hue and cry 
of his being a Tammany candidate might be 
raised throughout the West as would endanger 
Democratic success. Hill does not want tu be 
put up to be slaughtered, and his friends are 
not going to force him into any such ition. 
If it is deemed. impolitic tosupport Hull then 
the State ae will support Gorman. 
For Vice-President the New York delegation 
will support the most available Western man 
who comes from a State that fully indorses 
this State’s choice for the head of the ticket. 

The Cleveland followers are not going to 
give up .the fight for him without a final 
struggle to divide the delegation, but they are 
in a hopeless minority. County Demo- 
crats, who are expected to rally to his - 
port, will never again be recognized in 
party councils or conventions. They have 
twice tried to defeat the regular Democratic 
ticket, opce ina city and once ina State 
election, which is sufficient cause to rule them 
out of the party organization. In the munici- 
pal election last year they combined with the 
Republicans in a vain effort to defeat Tam- 
many, and in the State election this year they 
sold out to the Republicans openly and boast- 
ed of it.

MILLS FOR ABSOLUTE FREE TRADE. 


British Free Trade Moderation Itself in 
mparison with Milis’. 

N. Y. Sun (Protection-Dem.): According 
to the eminent authority on free trade, Mr. 
David A. Wells of Connecticut, it is not Brit- 
ish free trade that Mr. Mills of ‘Texas desires 
to establish in this country. 

Mr. Wells drew the distinction between 
British free trade and Mills free trade in an 
article contributed several years ago to 
* Lalor’s Cyclopedia of Political Science and 
Pohtical Economy.” 

The word absolute is hete italicized by Mr. 
Wells. In the system which he describes as 
** British free trade,” and which is not abso- 
lute free trade, the principle of protection 
enters. The so-called countervailing duties 
are imposed expressly for the purpose of pro- 
tecting British seen and manufacturers. 

The system of free trade demanded by Mr. 
Mills of Texas in his celebrated Minneapolis 
speech of October, 1890, goes far beyond 
British free trade in its radical and revolu- 
tionary propositions. He wants absolute 
free trade: 

We must excha the things wedo not want 
for the things we do want, and to do this we must 
have absolute free trade. 

And a little further along in his exposition 
of the Mills system of ceaalion: whe 

Levy a tax on incomes and the wealthy men of 
the country and you'll see prosperity. 

Absolute free trade and an income tax espe- 
cially designed to 8queeze the wealthy men of 
the country are the features of the Mills sys- 
tem, as distinguished from the British system. 
British free trade is moderation itself as com- 
pared with the Mills system of free trade.
